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Massachusetts becomes coronavirus hot spot as cases surge

Massachusetts has become a hot spot ot coronavirus in- 
fections, drowing the concern of federal officials ond pro- 
mises of aid from hord-hit New York os the stote's death 
toll prepores to double in less than o week. 

Deoths from COVID-19 ore expected to surposs 2,000 this 
week in Mossochusetts, where officiols ore scrombling to 
boost hospitol copocity ond troce new infections to curb 
the spreod of the diseose. 

“We're right in the middle of the surge now," Republicon 
Gov. Chorlie Boker soid Sundoy on CBS' “Foce the No- 
tion." Vice President Mike Pence soid the White House is 
closely wotching the Boston oreo, ond the coordinotor of 
the federal coronavirus tosk force, Dr. Deborah Birx, said 
officiols are “very much focused" on Massachusetts. 
There were 146 new deaths reported in Massachusetts 
on Sunday, bringing the state's death toll to more than 
1,700. More than 1,700 new cases were reported, for a 
total of more than 38,000 across the state. That compares 
with more than 14,000 deaths in New York state and over 
35,000 nationally.

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Massachusetts becomes coronavirus hot spot as cases surge

Massachusetts is hoping to 
bend the curve by using a 
group of “contact tracers" 
to alert people who may 
have come in contact with 
someone who tested po- 
sitive for the virus so they 
can self-quarantine or be 
tested themselves. 

As of Thursdoy, contoct tra- 
cers hod gotten a hold of 
765 people who had tested 
positive ond those people 
identified more than 1,000 
people they had been in 
close contact with, WBUR 
reported. 

“We don’t have any other 
really good tools until we 
have a vaccine,” said And- 
rew Lover, an expert at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Amherst's School of Public 
Health & Health Sciences. 


For most people, the coro- 
navirus causes mild or mo- 
derate symptoms, such as 
fever and cough, that clear 
up in two to three weeks. 
For some, especially older 
adults and the infirm, it can 
cause more severe illness, 
including pneumonia, and 
death. 

As the number of hospita- 
lizations and deaths drop- 
ped in New York, which 
had been the epicenter 
of the outbreak in the U.S., 
Democratic Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo pledged to send 
400 ventilators to Massa- 
chusetts, if needed. 

“You were there for us and 
we are going to be there 
for you," Cuomo said Sun- 
day. 

Two field hospitals desig- 
ned to deal with an expec- 
ted surge of COVID-19 pa- 


tients opened Monday in 
Massachusetts, joining two 
other sites that have been 
up and running. A fifth one 
is expected to open in 
about a week. 

There were more than 150 
patients on Saturday at a 
medical center called Bos- 
ton Hope set up at the ci- 
ty’s convention center. The 
1,000-bed hospital could 
reach capacity as the ca- 
ses peak, officials said. 

“If the surge really hap- 
pens, which it feels like it’s 
here and escalating, then 
in fact we will be filling all 
of our beds," Jeanette Ives 
Erickson, co-director of the 
field hospital, told The Bos- 
ton Globe. 

In Massachusetts’ hardest- 
hit community, Chelsea, of- 
ficials are urging residents 
not to leave their homes at 


all as the cases surge un- 
less they are an essential 
worker or have an essential 
need. 

The densely populated city 
just outside Boston, with 
a large Latino immigrant 
community, has Massa- 
chusetts’ highest rate of 
infection, nearly four times 
the statewide rate. The ci- 
ty’s more than 40,000 resi- 
dents live across just about 
2 square miles in crowded 
housing units, and many 
work in essential services 
like grocery stores, said City 
Manager Thomas Ambro- 
sino. 

Boston has been ram- 
ping up efforts to slow the 
spread in neighborhoods 
with the highest rates of in- 
fection. But as temperatu- 
res climbed Sunday, some 
people ignored directives 


to stay at home and gat- 
hered with friends or play- 
ed soccer and golf, Mayor 
Marty Walsh said. 

They were “not understan- 
ding the severity of what’s 
happening here in this 
country and in Boston, in 
Massachusetts," Walsh said 
on CNN. “It’s just wrong," 
he said. 

The city has outfitted public 
work trucks with speakers 
that are circling hard-hit 
neighborhoods broadcas- 
ting messages about social 
distancing, washing hands 
and covering faces. 

“The worst is yet to come 
for a lot of people," Walsh 
said Monday. “Even when 
we’re beyond the curve, 
we’re going to have posi- 
tive cases of coronavirus, 
we’re still going to have loss 
of life.’’a

facturer resumed produc- 
tion Monday amid pres- 
sure from President Don- 
ald Trump to reopen the 
economy and resistance 
from governors who warn 
there is not enough testing 
yet to keep the coronavi- 
rus from rebounding. 
Boeing said it is putting 
about 27,000 people back 
to work this week build- 
ing passenger jets at its 
Seattle-area plants, with 
virus-slowing precautions 
in place, including face 
masks and staggered 
shifts. Doosan Bobcat, a 
farm equipment maker 
and North Dakota’s larg- 
est manufacturer, an- 
nounced the return of 
about 2,200 workers at 
three factories around the 
state. Elsewhere around 
the world, step-by-step 
reopenings were under- 
way in Europe, where the 
crisis has begun to ebb in 
places such as Italy, Spain 
and Germany. Parts of 
the continent are perhaps 
weeks ahead of the U.S. 
on the infection curve of 


the virus, which has killed 
around 170,000 people 
worldwide, according to a 
tally kept by Johns Hopkins 
University. 

The reopenings in the U.S. 
are a drop in the bucket 
compared with the more 
than 22 million Americans 
thrown out of work by the 
crisis. In a dispute that 
has turned nakedly po- 
litical, the president has 
been agitating to restart 
the economy, singling 
out Democratic-led states 


and egging on protesters 
who feel governors are 
moving too slowly. 

While some states — most- 
ly Republican-led ones - 
have relaxed restrictions, 
many governors say they 
lack the testing supplies 
they need and warn they 
could get hit by a sec- 
ond wave of infections, 
given how people with no 
symptoms can still spread 
the disease. Trump took to 
Twitter to complain that 
the "radical left" and "Do 


Nothing Democrats" are 
"playing a very danger- 
ous political game" by 
complaining about a test- 
ing shortage. At the same 
time, Vice President Mike 
Pence told governors that 
Washington is working 
around-the-clock to help 
them ramp up testing. 

The death toll in the U.S. 
stood at more than 40,000 

— the highest in the world 

— with over 750,000 con- 
firmed infections, by Johns 
Hopkins' count. The true 


figures are believed to be 
much higher, in part be- 
cause of limited testing 
and difficulties in counting 
the dead. In other devel- 
opments: 

— Massachusetts has 
emerged as an alarming 
hot spot of contagion, 
with over 1,700 dead and 
officials hoping to bend 
the curve through aggres- 
sive contract tracing. 

— New York, with the 
worst outbreak in the na- 
tion, reported that hos- 
pitalizations in the state 
have leveled off and the 
day’s death toll, at 478, 
was the lowest in three 
weeks, down from a peak 
of nearly 800. Still, the city 
canceled three of its big- 
gest June events: the 
Puerto Rican Day parade, 
the Israel parade and the 
gay pride march. 

— A meatpacking plant in 
Minnesota was shut down 
after an outbreak there. 
But lowa Gov. Kim Reyn- 
olds refused to order the 
closing of any slaughter- 
houses in her state that are 
seeing alarming increases 
in COVID-19, saying: "With- 
out them, people’s lives 
and our food supply will 
be impacted."

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Some US manufacturers reopening amid fierce political heat

Mobilized by the far right, 
many Americans have 
taken to the streets in plac- 
es such as Michigan, Ohio 
and Virginia, complaining 
that the shutdowns are 
destroying their livelihoods 
and trampling their rights. 
But Dr. Anthony Fauci, 
the government's top in- 
fectious-disease expert, 
warned on ABC: "Unless 
we get the virus under 
control, the real recovery 
economically is not going 
to happen." 

In the past few days, Flori- 
da gave the OK for beach- 
es to reopen, and Texas on 
Monday began a week of 
slow reopenings, starting 
off with state parks; later 
in the week, stores will be 
allowed to offer curbside 
service. Both states are led 
by Republicans. 

Boeing's shutdown went 
into effect March 25 af- 
ter workers tested positive 
for the virus and an in- 
spector for the company 
died. Washington was the 
first state to see a spike in 
COVID-19 cases and en- 


acted strict shutdown or- 
ders that helped tamp the 
virus down. The crisis has 
exacerbated problems 
at Boeing, which is in dire 
financial trouble and un- 
der federal investigation 
over two crashes of its 737 
MAX jetliner that killed 346 
people. 

Washington Gov. Jay In- 
slee, a Democrat, deemed 
aerospace manufactur- 
ing an essential business 
and expects Boeing "will 
undertake rigorous safety 
protocols," a spokeswom- 
an said. 

Businesses that start op- 
erating again are likely to 
engender good will with 
the Trump administration 
at a time when it is doling 
out billions in relief to com- 
panies. At Boeing, union 
representatives spent the 
day walking through fac- 
tories to see what safe- 
guards had been put in 
place. The union also ad- 
vised its members that 
they could use their "red 
cards," which they carry 
behind their Boeing badg- 
es, to stop work in case 
of imminent danger. At 


Doosan Bobcat, spokes- 
woman Stacey Breuersaid 
the reopening came after 
two weeks spent putting in 
safety measures. 

"There is definitely still some 
concern and do we feel 
100% safe? Obviously not," 
said William Wilkinson, a 
Bobcat welder and presi- 
dent of a United Steel- 
workers union local. He 
said workers there were 
wearing face masks and 
keeping their distance 
from one another. 

Detroit's major automakers 
suspended operations a 
month ago but are nego- 
tiating with union leaders 
in hopes of reopening in 
May. Some operations are 
being converted to build 
ventilators. 

Even with the outbreak 
easing in places, the head 
of the World Health Orga- 
nization, Tedros Adhanom 
Ghebreyesus, cautioned, 
"The worst is yet ahead of 
us." He did not specify why 
he believes so. But there 
are signs the virus is swelling 
in Africa, where the health 
care system is in poor con- 
dition.ln Europe, mean- 


while, cars are about to 
begin rolling off some as- 
sembly lines in Germany, 
Sweden and Slovakia. In 
Australia, the country's lon- 
gest-running soap opera, 
"Neighbours," planned to 
restart shooting, and one 
city reopened beaches 
for exercise like swimming, 
running and surfing, but 
not for sunbathing. 

"Living along the coast, I 
know how important our 
beaches are to the men- 
tal and physical health of 
so many," said Danny Said, 
mayor of Randwick. 

Hair salons, dentists, physi- 
cal therapists and tattoo 
parlors were allowed to 
reopen in Denmark, but it 
was not business as usual. 
Ghristel Lerche sprayed 
chairs with alcohol at her 
salon in suburban Go- 
penhagen and provided 
hand sanitizer and plas- 
tic coat hangers — to be 
cleaned after each use 
— to customers keen to 
get their hair styled for the 
first time in over a month. 
No magazines were left for 
customers to share. 

India eased the world's 


largest lockdown to allow 
some manufacturing and 
agricultural activity to re- 
sume. Iran began open- 
ing intercity highways and 
major shopping centers. 

In Italy, tensions have been 
growing between northern 
regions, which are pushing 
to reopen industry despite 
being hit hardest by the 
virus, and the south, which 
fears contagion if the lock- 
down is eased. Premier Gi- 
useppe Conte is expected 
to outline this week what 
the next phase may look 
like. Still, Gucci restarted 
some workshops for leath- 
er accessories and shoes. 
In Britain, where Prime Min- 
ister Boris Johnson is still 
recovering from a bout of 
COVID-19 that put him in 
intensive care, authorities 
have cautioned that the 
lockdown is unlikely to be 
significantly loosened in 
the short term. 

France also is still under a 
tight lockdown, although 
starting Monday, authori- 
ties allowed families, un- 
der strict conditions, to visit 
relatives in nursing homes 
once again. □ 


Feds to track, share information on nursing home outbreaks

NEW YORK (AP) — Calling 
nursing homes ground zero 
of the coronavirus crisis, 
federal officials said Mon- 
day they plan to start track- 
ing and publicly sharing in- 
formation on infections and 
deaths in such facilities to 
help spot trends and early 
signs the virus is spreading 
in communities. 

The move comes as crit- 
ics, industry officials and lo- 
cal leaders have called for 
more aggressive actions 
by the federal government 
to track infections in homes 
and contain outbreaks by 
helping them get great- 
er access to testing and 
masks, especially given the 
vulnerability of elderly resi- 
dents. 

"It's our intention to make 
that information public," 
Seema Verma, head of 
the Centers for Medicare 
& Medicaid Services, said 
during a call with reporters, 
adding that details were 


still being worked out on 
when or how the informa- 
tion would be distributed. 
Because the federal gov- 
ernment has not been re- 
leasing a count of its own. 


The Associated Press has 
been keeping its own tally 
from media reports and 
state health departments, 
finding at least 8,426 deaths 
linked to coronavirus out- 


breaks in nursing homes 
and long-term care facili- 
ties nationwide. 

But the true toll of the most- 
ly frail and elderly people 
who live in such facilities is 


likely much higher, experts 
say, because many homes 
have not reported their 
deaths and state counts 
may not include those who 
died without ever being 
tested. 

For the federal tracking 
of infections, Verma said 
homes could start report- 
ing by the end of this week 
and that questionnaires 
from the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre- 
vention will collect informa- 
tion on deaths as well as 
confirmed and suspected 
cases, including among 
workers. She also said nurs- 
ing homes will also be re- 
quired to tell patients and 
family members within 12 
hours of a confirmed infec- 
tion. 

Verma noted that that 
federal surveillance of out- 
breaks at nursing homes will 
be important for re-open- 
ing the country since infec- 
tions in the homes could be 
early predictors of spread 
in communities. □ 
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Israeli coalltion deal keeps Netanyahu In power

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne- 
tanyahu and his chief rival 
announced Monday that 
they have forged a deal 
to form a coalition gov- 
ernment, ending months 
of political paralysis and 
averting what would have 
been a fourth consecutive 
election in just over a year. 
Netanyahu and former 
military chief Benny Gantz, 
leader of the Blue and 
White party, signed the 
power-sharing agreement 
after weeks of negotiations 
for what they termed a "na- 
tional emergency" govern- 
ment meant to steer the 
country through the coro- 
navirus outbreak. 

Although Netanyahu re- 
peatedly came up short 
in three elections over 
the past year, the coali- 
tion agreement returns the 
long-serving leader to the 
premiership, defying critics 
who predicted his downfall 
and restoring his reputa- 
tion as a political wizard. It 
means that Netanyahu will 
almost certainly remain in 
office for the duration of his 
upcoming trial on corrup- 
tion charges. 

The deal calls for a three- 
year period, with Netanya- 
hu serving as prime minister 
for the first half, and Gantz 
taking the job for the sec- 
ond half. 

Gantz’s party will take con- 
trol of a number of senior 
government ministries, in- 
cluding defense. 

The agreement delivers 
Netanyahu a significant 
boost as he fights to hold 
on to power while fend- 
ing off corruption charges. 
His party will gain influence 
over judicial appointments. 
The deal also requires the 
approval of both parties on 
key appointments includ- 
ing the attorney general 
and the state prosecutor — 
granting Netanyahu veto 
power over the officials 
who hold sway over his le- 
gal fate. 

"I promised the state of Is- 
rael a national emergency 
government that will work 
to save the lives and liveli- 
hoods of the citizens of Is- 
rael," Netanyahu tweeted. 
After March 2 elections 


left both men short of a 
required parliamentary 
majority, Netanyahu and 
Gantz agreed to try to form 
a unity government be- 
cause of the burgeoning 
coronavirus crisis. 

The talks stalled several 
times, reportedly over 
Netanyahu’s personal le- 
gal problems, sparking 
concern that they would 
plunge the country into 
new elections. 

The deal required major 
compromise by both men. 
During three bitter cam- 
paigns over the past year, 
Gantz and his Blue and 
White party vowed never 
to serve in a government 
under Netanyahu so long 
as he faces a slew of cor- 
ruption charges. After 11 
years as prime minister, 
Netanyahu agreed to step 
aside and allow Gantz to 
take the job, if the coalition 
manages to survive long 
enough. 

"We prevented a fourth 
election," Gantz tweeted. 
"We will protect democ- 
racy. We will battle corona 
and we will worry about all 
the citizens of Israel." 

While the government was 
ostensibly formed to deal 
with the coronavirus pan- 
demic, which has killed 
over 170 Israelis and rav- 
aged the economy, ne- 


gotiations revolved largely 
around Netanyahu's cor- 
ruption trial, set to start next 
month. 

Main sticking points includ- 
ed a demand by the prime 
minister to have more say 
on judicial appointments, 
which could play a role if 
his case eventually reaches 
the Supreme Court. 

Political analyst Avraham 
Diskin, who was involved in 
crafting some of the coali- 
tion deal, said guarantees 
by both sides were critical. 
Netanyahu wanted a 
guarantee he would not 
be forced to resign after 
Gantz takes over as prime 
minister. Israeli law requires 
all public officials, with the 
exception of the prime 
minister, to step down if 
charged with a crime. 

For Blue and White, that 
meant assurances that Ne- 
tanyahu wouldn’t topple 
the government before 
Gantz becomes prime min- 
ister, Diskin said. 

"There was a total lack of 
trust," he said. "1 pray that 
the government will hold 
up and won’t miss the op- 
portunity with fights over 
nonsense." 

In a joint statement, the 
parties said they would 
form a six-month "emer- 
gency’’ government fo- 
cused on the coronavirus 


crisis. In the meantime, they 
will work on a "policy out- 
line’’ for a long-term unity 
government. 

The deal could clear the 
way for Netanyahu’s cam- 
paign promise to annex 
large parts of the West 
Bank after July 1. Gantz has 
raised concerns about the 
plan, which is bitterly op- 
posed by the Palestinians 
and much of the interna- 
tional community, saying it 
could only take place with 
broad international sup- 
port. 

Palestinian official Saeb 
Erekat said the new gov- 
ernment would have two 
options: "to either open 
the doors for a meaningful 
peace process or to further 
jeaopardize any hope for 
peace." 

Last month’s election, just 
like the campaigns last 
September and April, end- 
ed with no clear winner. 
But with a slight majority of 
lawmakers endorsing him, 
Gantz was chosen first by 
the country’s figurehead 
president to try to build a 
coalition government. 

The glue holding together 
Gantz’s different backers 
was their shared animosity 
toward Netanyahu. 

Gantz began to move for- 
ward with legislation that 
would have disqualified 


the indicted Netanyahu 
from serving as prime min- 
ister in the future. 

But with the virus crisis wors- 
ening, and his own shaky 
alliance fraying, Gantz 
made an about-face late 
last month and accepted 
an offerfrom Netanyahu to 
pursue a joint government 
to deal with the pandemic. 
The move drew heavy criti- 
cism from Gantz’s support- 
ers and tore apart his Blue 
and White alliance. 
Negotiations continued 
even after Gantz’ allotted 
time to build a coalition 
ended last week. 

The Knesset, or parliament, 
had been given until May 
7 to select a candidate for 
prime minister. Otherwise, it 
would automatically have 
been dissolved and trig- 
gered new elections. 

On Sunday night, several 
thousand demonstrators, 
including Gantz’s former 
political partner Yair La- 
pid, gathered in Tel Aviv to 
protest the emerging deal. 
Protesters accused Netan- 
yahu of using the corona- 
virus crisis to shield himself 
from prosecution and ac- 
cused Gantz of abandon- 
ing his central campaign 
promises. 

"You don’t fight corruption 
from within. If you’re inside, 
you’re part of it," Lapid said. 
Netanyahu is desperate to 
remain in office throughout 
the trial, using his position to 
lash out at his enemies and 
rally public opposition to his 
prosecutors. 

Netanyahu is awaiting trial 
on charges of accepting 
bribes, breach of trust and 
fraud. He has denied any 
wrongdoing and portrays 
himself as a victim of a me- 
dia and judicial witch hunt. 
Citing the coronavirus crisis, 
Netanyahu’s hand-picked 
justice minister has already 
delayed the trial by two 
months by shuttering most 
of the court system. 

Israel has identified more 
than 13,000 cases of the 
coronavirus, with 172 
deaths. 

While this week the coun- 
try began relaxing some of 
its health restrictions, hun- 
dreds of thousands are out 
of work and the economy 
has come to a standstill.Q 
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NGOs urge UN to blacklist US, Russla for children's deaths

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — A coali- 
tion of 13 human rights and hu- 
manitarian organizations urged 
U.N. Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres to put the U.S.-led co- 
alition and government-backed 
forces in Afghanistan and Russian 
ground and air forces in Syria on 
a U.N. blacklist of warring parties 
responsible for killing and injuring 
children last year. 

The international advocacy 
group, the Watchlist on Children 
and Armed Conflict, also recom- 
mended that the coalition led by 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates and its allied militias be 
listed for attacks on schools and 
hospitals in Yemen, and that Is- 
raeli forces be listed "for killing and 
maiming children in Israel and the 
state of Palestine." 

In addition, the Watchlist said the 
U.N. chief should list dissidents 
of Colombia's main rebel group 
the FARC for recruiting and using 
children, forces backing South 
Sudan’s former opposition leader 
and current Vice-President Riek 
Machar "for rape and other forms 
of sexual violence against chil- 


dren," and Sudan’s government 
forces and police for killings, rape 
and sexual violence against chil- 
dren. 

U.N. spokesman Stephane Dujar- 
ric said the secretary-general’s re- 
port will be issued "mid-year." He 
had no comment on the Watchlist 
recommendations. 

The organization’s 32-page report 
released Monday said the black- 
list has served as an important tool 
to protect children by identifying 
warring parties responsible for vio- 
lating their rights. This has enabled 
the United Nations to engage with 
warring parties and obtain com- 
mitments to end and prevent vio- 
lations, leading to their removal 
from the list. 

Watchlist program director Adri- 
anne Lapar said that to date the 
U.N. has signed 32 action plans 
with listed parties, including 12 
government forces and 20 armed 
groups. 

Of those, 12 parties have fully 
complied with their commitment 
and have been taken off the 
blacklist, she said. 

But in recent years, the Watchlist 
said, the process for determining 
who is included on the list "has 


become increasingly politicized, 
threatening to undermine the re- 
port's credibility and weaken its 
strength as a tool for promoting 
accountability and compliance 
with applicable international law." 
Secretary-general Guterres has 
been issuing two lists every year, 
one of governments and groups 
killing and injuring children in con- 
flicts and a second of parties that 
have put in place measures to 
protect children. Watchlist called 
on the U.N. chief to return to the 
previous practice of issuing a sin- 
gle list. 

It questioned why, for example, 
the Saudi-led coalition in Yemen 
was put on the list of taking ac- 
tions to protect children, and why 
it was taken off that list last year 
when its aircraft were still carrying 
out attacks on schools and hospi- 
tals that killed and injured them. 
The Watchlist's Lapar told a video 
press briefing launching the report 
that "all violators should be held to 
the same standards." 

In Afghanistan, she said, U.S.-led 
international forces were respon- 
sible for 286 child casualties in 

2018 and 235 child casualties in 

2019 according to the U.N. mission 


in Afghanistan, "yet the secretary- 
general failed to list them." 

Sara Kayyali, a Syria researcher 
at Human Rights Watch which is 
a founding member of Watchlist, 
said since the Russian air force 
became part of the Syrian gov- 
ernment alliance in 2015, over 
5,000 children have been killed, 
according to the U.N. children’s 
agency UNICEF. 

Some attacks in rebel-held Idlib in 
northwest Syria have been directly 
linked to the Russian air force, but 
it has never been listed, she said. 
In addition to its recommenda- 
tions for additions to the list, the 
Watchlist called for further investi- 
gations to determine whether the 
following parties should be added 
to the blacklist: Afghan forces 
and pro-government militias and 
Congo’s national police for rape 
and other forms of sexual violence 
against children, the Saudi- and 
Emirati-led coalition and allied 
militias for recruitment and use of 
children in Yemen, Israeli forces for 
attacks on Palestinian schools and 
hospitals, and forces allied with 
Libya’s east-based commander 
Khalifa Haftar for killing and injur- 
ing children.Q 


Canada's worst mass shooting leaves at least 18 dead

TORONTO (AP) — Canadi- 
ans on Monday mourned 
the shocking rampage that 
left at least 18 dead in rural 
communities across Nova 
Scotia, after a gunman dis- 
guised as a police officer 
opened fire on people hun- 
kered down in their homes, 
setting houses oblaze in the 
deadliest mass shooting in 
the country’s history. 
Officiols soid the suspect, 
identified as 51-year-old 
Gabriel Wortman, also died 
in the weekend attack. Po- 
lice did not provide a mo- 
tive for the killings. 

Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Chief Superinten- 
dent Chris Leather told a 
news conference Monday 
that police expect to find 
more victims once they are 
able to comb through all 
the crime scenes, some of 
which were left in smolder- 
ing ruins. 

Leather said police teams 
were spread out at 16 
crime scenes in central 
and northern Nova Scotia. 
He said some of the victims 


knew Wortman and some 
didn’t. 

"We’re relatively confident 
we’ve identified all the 
crime scenes. However 
we have been unable to 
fully examine all the crime 
scenes," Leather said. "We 
have had five structure 
fires, most of those being 
residences, and we believe 
there may be victims still 
within the remains of those 


homes which burnt to the 
ground." 

The dead included a po- 
licewoman. Another offi- 
cer was wounded by gun- 
fire and was recovering at 
home, Leathersaid. 

'The 18 innocent lives 
lost will be remembered 
throughout Canada’s his- 
tory," Public Safety Minister 
Bill Blair said . 

Canadian Prime Minister 


Justin Trudeau noted how 
close-knit Nova Scotia is. 
’The vast majority of Nova 
Scotians will have a direct 
link with one or more of the 
victims. The entire province 
and country is grieving right 
now as we come to grips 
with something that is un- 
imaginable," Trudeau told 
an earlier news confer- 
ence. 

’The pandemic will prevent 
us from mourning together 
in person, but a vigil will be 
held virtually to celebrate 
the lives of the victims," 
Trudeau said, adding it 
would take place Friday 
night through a Facebook 
group. 

Trudeau asked the media 
to avoid mentioning the 
name of the assailant or 
showing his picture. 

"Do not give this person the 
gift of infamy," he said. 

The 12-hour rampage be- 
gan late Saturday in the 
rural town of Portapique, 
about 60 miles (100 kilome- 
ters) north of Halifax, where 
police told residents over- 
night to lock their doors and 
stay in their basements. The 


town, like all of Canada, 
had been adhering to gov- 
ernment advice to remain 
at home because of the 
coronavirus pandemic and 
most of the victims were in- 
side their homes when the 
attack began. 

Several bodies were later 
found inside and outside 
one house on Portapique 
Beach Road, the street 
where the suspect lived, 
authorities said. 

Bodies were also found 
at several other locations 
within about a 50-kilome- 
ter (30-mile) area from the 
neighborhood where the 
shootings began, and au- 
thorities believe the shooter 
may have targeted his first 
victims but then began at- 
tacking randomly. At least 
four forensic vans were 
seen Monday morning en- 
tering the neighborhood 
where the shootings be- 
gan. 

Authorities said the sus- 
pected gunman wore a 
police uniform at one point 
and made his car look like 
a Royal Canadian Mount- 
ed Police cruiser. □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

unofficial holiday celebraf-

If was supposed fo be a 
long weekend of fesfivals 
and music culminafing on 
April 20, or 4/20, fhe code 
for marijuana's high holi- 
day. Insfead, if has been 
reduced fo an online rep- 
lica because of sfay-af- 
home orders fo curb fhe 
pandemic. 

Virfual parfies and video 
chafs are replacing vasf 
oufdoor smoking sessions 
fo mark fhe rise of legaliza- 
fion and celebrafe can- 
nabis culfure. The origins of 
fhe annual celebrafion are 
believed fied fo a group 
of Norfhern California high 
school friends, who used 
fhe code as slang for smok- 
ing pof in fhe early 1970s. 
"Sfay home," fhe Nafional 
Organizafion for fhe Re- 
form of Marijuana Laws, or 
NORML, said blunfly. San 
Francisco Mayor London 
Breed fhreafened arresfs: 
"We will nof folerafe any- 
one coming fo San Fran- 
cisco for 4/20 fhis year." 

For businesses, 4/20 is usu- 
ally fheir once-a-year Black 
Friday, when sales soar. In- 
sfead, fhey are reporfing 
up-and-down buying and 
pondering an uncerfain fu- 
fure. 

The pandemic means fhe 
world economy could 
face ifs worsf year since 
fhe Greaf Depression in fhe 
1930s. In a sign of whaf's fo 
come, U.S. refail sales over- 
all dropped nearly 9% in 
March — a record. Millions 
are ouf of work. 

As for fhe holiday, "fhere’s a 
somber feeling fo fhis one," 
said Jordan Lams, CEO of 
Pure CA, which special- 
izes in marijuana exfracfs 
and does business as Moxie 
brand producfs. Before fhe 
oufbreak, "if was going fo 
be fhe biggest 4/20 in his- 
fory," Lams said. 

Sfeve Whife, CEO of Arizo- 
na-based Harvesf Healfh 


& Recreafion, said he's 
wafching fo see if consum- 
ers freaf marijuana more 
like beer or foilef paper 
when money runs short. 
When fhe economy fum- 
bles, beer sales fradifion- 
ally spike. With foilef paper, 
panic-buying might empty 
shelves but people do nof 
use more of if. They jusf buy 
less lafer. 

If will be a felling year, be- 
cause no one in fhe rela- 
fively new indusfry knows if 
sales will plunge, sfay flaf or 
even rise. 

"Do people buy less can- 
nabis, or does it become 
more ingrained as parf of 
fheir daily life?" White said. 
The uncertainfy in the mar- 
kef poses fhe lafesf chal- 
lenge for an indusfry fhaf's 
expanded in some form fo 
all buf a handful of sfafes. 
The risks are spoflighfed in 
California, where business- 
es confend with hefty fax- 
es, an illicif markef fhaf sfill 
dwarfs the legal one and 
a fourism-relianf economy 
fhaf’s crippled by virus re- 
sfricfions. 

Because cannabis remains 
illegal af fhe federal level, 
mosf banks don'f wanf fo 
do business wifh pof com- 
panies and fhey aren’f in- 
cluded in fhe coronavirus 
rescue package fhaf will 
help ofher businesses. 
Before fhe virus, "we were 
already feetering on ... an 
edge of a cannabis col- 
lapse," said Los Angeles 
dispensary owner Jerred Ki- 
loh, who heads fhe Unifed 


Cannabis Business Associa- 
fion. "If’s going fo be very 
difficulf for cannabis busi- 
nesses fo make if fhrough 
fhis pandemic." 

Thaf’s despite the onsef 
of sfay-af-home orders in 
March fhaf sent marijuana 
sales rockefing; some busi- 
nesses reported single- 
day records as cusfomers 
sfocked up. 

New York, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles were 
among fhe cifies fhaf la- 
beled dispensaries essen- 
fial businesses fhaf could 
remain open. 

But since fhen, business 
generally has flaffened or 
fapered off, even wifh de- 
liveries and curbside pick- 
ups growing fo reduce 
healfh risks. Marijuana 
dafa frackers BDS Analyfics 
documenfed sales surges 
fhrough much of March, 
buf fhen consumers pulled 
back in lafe March and 
early April, with sales mostly 
below average. 

In recenf days, some sell- 
ers reporfed sales jumps 
as government assisfance 
checks began reaching 
consumers. 

In Oregon, cannabis refail- 
ers saw a huge spike lasf 
monfh — a 30% increase 
in average sales per refail- 
er compared wifh March 
2019. Sales increases mid- 
monfh were even larger. 
However, fhe peak has lev- 
eled off and customers are 
coming in less frequently 
buf buying more, said Da- 
vid Alport, who owns fwo 


Associated Press. 

Bridge Cify Collecfive sfores 
in Porfland. He’s hired fhree 
more employees fo handle 
home deliveries. 

In lllinois, marijuana busi- 
nesses can keep operat- 
ing under Gov. J.B. Pritzker’s 
stay-at-home order. Com- 
panies made sweeping 
changes that included ap- 
poinfmenf-only sales and 
online ordering. 

The Mission dispensary on 
Chicago’s Soufh Side saw 
an inifial spike in purchases 
before fhe lockdown fook 
effect, buf fhaf’s leveled 
off. 

"We’ve never faced an 
economic downturn when 
cannabis was legal," said 
Kris Krane, presidenf of Mis- 
sion dispensaries. "This is 
complefely unprecedenf- 
ed." 

Some cusfomers could be 
especially vulnerable dur- 
ing an economic down- 
furn. Among cannabis us- 
ers in sfates where ifs legal, 
32% have incomes below 
$35,000 and only 54% have 
full-fime employment, ac- 
cording fo BDS Analyfics. 
Anyone on a fighf bud- 
gef mighf be more apf fo 
avoid faxes fhaf go wifh 
legal purchases and buy 
from illicif markef dealers. 
Sfeve DeAngelo, co-found- 
er of Harborside dispensa- 
ries in California, said if’s dif- 
ficult to predict what’s next, 
wifh no templafe for how 
cannabis consumers will 
react in a deep economic 
downfurn. 

Sfill, he nofes fhaf fhe indus- 


fry has endured for years 
fhrough fimes good and 
bad, even when consum- 
ers had only one opfion 
— illegal purchases. Con- 
sumers who see marijuana 
as part of their daily roufine 
will keep coming back, he 
predicted. 

But, for businesses, fhere will 
be a "sorting ouf," DeAn- 
gelo said. Companies wifh 
sfrong brands and cash 
reserves are likely fo fare 
beffer in a poor economy; 
fhose saddled wifh heavy 
debt who made foo-rosy 
promises fo investors will 
face challenges.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The re- 

quests come by the hun- 
dreds: the son of an emer- 
gency room nurse, the hus- 
band af a doctor, a haspi- 
tal patient. 

Calin Cosell studies them, 
sorts them. Normally he'd 
be at Citi Field, rousing the 
crowd as public address 
announcer for the New 
York Mets. Now he’s busy 
working at home, trying to 
cheer one fan at a time. 

His creative contribution 
during this health crisis — 
crafting audio clips for ev- 
eryone who asks — echoes 
the booming introductions 
big league hitters get when 
they step up to home plate. 
"As personalized and cus- 
tomized as possible," Cosell 
said. 

So instead of "the first 
baseman, No. 20, Pete 
Alonso!" to the thump of 
"The Ocean" by Led Zeppe- 
lin, it could sound like this: 
"Leading aff far the Mets, 
the center fielder, No. 44, 
Fran Kawalski!" ta a sang by 


Frank Sinatra. 

A welcome voice amid the 
virus. 

The grandson of famed 
sportscaster Howard Cosell 
has recorded nearly 600 
introductions since he be- 
gan a month ago. They're 
about a half-minute each 
and all dane for free. 
Recently, Cosell noticed 
the calls were caming fram 
a certain graup. 


"I was starting to hear fram 
a lot of medical workers 
and first responders. That's 
when it began to hit home," 
he said. 

"They said these 30 seconds 
take them away from the 
maelstrom of being a hos- 
pital worker during a pan- 
demic," he said. 

Stepping up, indeed. 

Fans reach Cosell through 
Twitter at #CallMeUpCalin 


and provide their info, plus 
a musical choice — Ali- 
cia Keys, AC/DC, Shania 
Twain, Stevie Wonder and 
a tune from "The Little Mer- 
maid" are amang them, 
alang with the "Meet the 
Mets" theme sang. 

Many people use Cosell’s 
call-up recardings for their 
phone ringtones or outgo- 
ing messages. Others add 
them into videos. 

Some just like the good 
feeling they bring of being 
at a ballgame that's not 
being played these days. 
Casell clearly has struck a 
positive chord. 

"Thanks far adding a little 
joy while in quarantine," a 
person posted on Twitter. 
"Received this awesome- 
ness," one wrote. "Colin, 
you’re a saint for doing this," 
praised another. 

Cosell said they've meant 
equally as much to him. 

"A few stories have braught 
tears to my eyes," he said. "I 
heard from someone work- 
ing in an ER wha said it was 
pretty tough in there, and 
that he broke away and 


listened for a few seconds 
and it helped calm him 
down." The 40-year-old Co- 
sell, who splits the Mets PA 
job with Marysol Castro, 
said the tapings take about 
10 minutes apiece to do at 
his Long Island home and 
he delivers them by email. 
He goes in order - health 
care workers and those in- 
volved in the coronavirus 
fight get first priority, fol- 
lowed by kids. 

"It's been a great way to 
keep in touch with the 
fans," Cosell said. "This has 
been a way of doing that 
at a scary, disconcerting, 
uncertain time for every- 
one." 

Cosell, by the way, daes 
an incredible, spot-on imi- 
tation of his grandfather. 
No one has asked Cosell to 
channel Howard in a mes- 
sage, but he’s got a no- 
tion how his prickly Poppa 
wauld feel abaut this chari- 
table endeavar. 

"I like to think he would be 
proud," Cosell said. "He'd 
probably also call me a 
fool for doing it for free."Q 


Sino Maccioni, who opened famed eatery Le Cirque, dies

NEW YORK (AP) — Italian restaura- 
teur Sirio Maccioni, who opened 
the celebrated French restaurant 
Le Cirque and watched it grcw 
into arguably Manhattan’s favor- 
ite dining room of the rich and fa- 
mous, has died in Italy. He was 88. 
Maccioni's son, Mauro, told The 
Associated Press that his father 
died in the family's villa in Tuscany 
early Monday. He had suffered 
from the effects of a stroke and 
Alzheimer's disease, the son said. 
Le Cirque was famed for its deca- 
dent Grand Marnier souffles and 
terrines of rabbit rillette. The starry 
guest list included Frank Sinatra, 
Henry Kissinger, Princess Grace, 
Bill Blass, Richard Nixcn, Bill Clinton, 
Diana Rcss and Nancy and Ron- 
ald Reagan. Le Cirque cpened 
in 1974 at the Mayfair Hotel. "We 
weren't really prepared, but the 
rest is history. We were the first 
'place to be seen' that also had 
good food," Maccioni told The 
AP in 2000. The restaurant moved 
and reopened as Le Cirque 2000 
in 1997 in the New York Palace 
Hctel. In 2006, Le Cirque mcved 
again and opened on East 58th 


Street. In 2017, the restaurant filed 
fcr bankruptcy. Le Cirque has 
branches in Las Vegas, Dubai and 
India. 

The restaurant received a four- 
star review from the New York 
Times in 1987, which was renewed 
in 1997. The Times gave it two stars 
in 2006 and three stars in 2008. The 
newspaper downgraded the res- 
taurant tc a single star in 2012. 


Mayor Rudolph Giuliani once rec- 
ognized it as being one of the 
city's most glamorous and hos- 
pitable restaurants. The James 
Beard Foundation gave Maccioni 
its Lifetime Achievement Award in 
2014."l consider myself a working 
restaurateur, but l'm proud to be 
called elite," Maccioni told The 
AP. "I encourage all my people to 
be elite; be an elite dishwasher. 


Being elite means being the best." 
He and his restaurant helped 
launch the careers of many illus- 
trious chefs, including Daniel Bou- 
lud, David Bouley, Terrance Bren- 
nan, Alain Sailhac, Rick Mccnen 
and Jacques Torres. 

Maccioni, born and raised in Italy, 
was forced to go to work after his 
fatherwas killed during World War 
11. He wcrked in hctels and restau- 
rants in France, Switzerland and 
Germany before moving to the 
United States in 1956. 

"I didn't do this out of inspiration or 
desperation. I realized very early 
that I couldn't afford to be young," 
he said. "I did completely give my 
life to this business. Is it worth it? 
Maybe nct. But I had no choice, 
and l've never felt explcited." 

He attended Hunter College dur- 
ing the day. At night, he wcrked 
at The Colony, one of New York’s 
trendiest restaurants, where Frank 
Sinatra, the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor, and Aristotle Onassis fre- 
quently dined. After a few years, 
he moved to a club at the Pierre 
Hotel before opening Le Cirque. 
He is survived by his wife, Egidi- 
ana, and their three sons, Mario, 
Marco and Mauro. □
